Fed Limits 
Credit Card 
Late Fees 

Washington 

The Federal Reserve adopted new 
rules Tuesday aimed at protecting 
credit card customers from getting 
socked by lofty late payment charg- 
es and other penalty fees. 

The new rules 
bar credit card 
companies from 
charging a penal- 
ty fee of more than 
$25 for paying a 
bill late. They pro- 
hibit credit card 
companies from 
charging penalty 
fees that are high- 
er than the dollar amount associ- 
ated with the customer’s violation. 
They also ban so-called “inactivi- 
ty” fees when customers don’t use 
the account to make new purchases, 
and they prevent multiple penalty 
fees on a single late payment. 

“Consumers will finally be pro- 
tected from the worst credit card 
issuer abuses,” said Rep. Carolyn 
Maloney, D-N.Y. 

Congress directed the Fed to 
implement the new credit card 
protections in legislation signed 
by President Obama last year. 
The rules take effect Aug. 22. (ap) 


Industry admits no 
one has plans to deal 
with offshore spills 

Washington 

Top executives from four major oil 
companies questioned the design 
and drilling strategy Tuesday of 
bp’s ill-fated Deepwater Horizon 
well and told U.S. lawmakers they 
would have drilled it differently. 

But the executives, facing sharp 
questions at a House hearing, con- 
ceded that the entire industry was 
not well-equipped to deal with a 
major blowout a mile underwa- 
ter and that the emphasis in well- 
drilling must be on preventing 
such a disastrous accident in the 
first place. 

The oil company leaders said 
they expect tougher standards and 
requirements on drilling and more 
government involvement in assur- 
ing the rules are followed. They 
said they are reluctantly accept- 
ing a moratorium on deepwater 
drilling but hope the ban can be 
lifted as soon as possible. 

The executives tried to dis- 


tance themselves from BP, even 
as lawmakers said their own drill- 
ing plans and spill response blue- 
prints were “virtually identical” to 
the ones used by BP. 

Rep. Henry Waxman, D-Calif., 
chastised the industry for “cookie 
cutter” response plans and drill- 
ing strategies. The other compa- 
nies “are no better prepared to deal 


with a major oil spill than was BP,” 
Waxman said. 

One lawmaker after anoth- 
er expressed frustration at BP’s 
inability to stop oil gushing from 
its stricken well as the chief exec- 
utives of ExxonMobil, Chevron, 
ConocoPhillips and Shell — and 
BPAmerica — sat shoulder to shoul- 
der at the witness table. 


ExxonMobil’s Rex Tillerson said 
the emphasis must be on preventing 
blowouts in the first place “because 
when they happen, we’re not very

Dems denounce GOP 
lawmaker for saying 
Obama favors blacks 

Washington 

Democrats on Tuesday denounced 
an Iowa Republican congressman 
who says President Obama favors 
blacks over whites, and a GOP 
candidate from Colorado can- 
celed a fundraiser the Iowan was 
to keynote. 

Rep. Steve King — known for 
sometimes incendiary remarks 
about immigration, Abu Ghraib and 
other issues — criticized Obama 
and Attorney General Eric Hold- 
er, who also is black, in an inter- 
view Monday on G. Gordon Liddy’s 
syndicated radio talk show. 

“I’m offended by Eric Holder 
and the president also, their pos- 
ture,” said King, 61. “It looks like 
Eric Holder said that white peo- 
ple in America are cowards when 
it comes to race.” 

King continued: “The presi- 
dent has demonstrated that he has 
a default mechanism in him that 
breaks down the side of race on 
the side that favors the black per- 


son in the case of professor Gates 
and officer Crowley.” 

He was alluding to last year’s 
incident in which Obama comment- 
ed on a white police officer’s arrest 
of a black professor from Harvard 
University. 

As news of King’s remarks spread, 
GOP House candidate Cory Gardner 
of Colorado canceled a planned 
$100-per-plate fundraiser at which 
King was to speak. King’s appear- 
ance was also canceled at a Colora- 
do tea party gathering at which he 


was scheduled to appear. 

“His comments do not represent 
the tea party,” said Owen Loftus, 
a spokesman for Republican Ken 
Buck, who is running for the Sen- 
ate in Colorado. 

Andy Stone, a spokesman for 
the Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee, criticized 
Gardner for having scheduled King. 
“This is just the kind of over-the- 
top extremism that Colorado vot- 
ers have rejected again and again,” 
Stone said. Charles babington (ap) 


Man Who Tried Amputation Thought of MacGyver

Jonathan Metz’s arm had been 
stuck in his furnace boiler for about 
12 hours when he asked himself, 
“What would MacG 3 wer do?” and 
decided that amputating the limb 
was his only chance for survival. 

The 31-year-old man, who was 
released from the hospital Mon- 
day, met with the media Tues- 
day for the first time since get- 
ting his arm stuck in his furnace 
for two days and cutting off most 
of the limb.

Metz said he considered every 
other option before thinking of the 
1980s television character and set- 
tling on amputation. 

He said he spent six hours 
psyching himself up for the act.

He near- 
ly succeeded, but couldn’t make it 
through a bundle of nerves. 

Firefighters rescued Metz by 
ripping apart the furnace with 
heavy tools. Metz is now collect- 
ing donations for a prosthetic

Petraeus Blames Fainting Spell on Jet Lag 



Top general nearly 
passes out during 
his Senate testimony 

Washington 

Gen. David Petraeus slumped at 
the witness table Tuesday while 
testifying at a Senate hearing, and 
a spokesman said the general was 
likely dehydrated and jet-lagged 
from his travels. 

Petraeus, 57, revived after a few 
seconds and left the room under 
his own power. After about 20 
minutes he returned to the hear- 
ing room, but Sen. Carl Levin, the 
panel chairman, decided to post- 


pone the hearing. 

“It appears he was maybe a lit- 
tle jet-lagged, dehydrated certain- 


ly,” said Petraeus’ spokesman. Col. 
Erik Gunhus. 

Petraeus had finished telling 


Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., that he 
believed the planned 2011 draw- 
down of U.S. troops in Afghani- 
stan remains on track, and McCa- 
in was responding when the room 
fell silent and aides began crowding 
around the four-star general. 

Petraeus, who oversees the wars 
in Iraq and Afghanistan as head of 
U.S. Central Command, briefly put 
his head on the table, then rose, 
appearing dazed. He stood under 
his own power and was escorted 
from the room. 

Petraeus returned to the room 
and told the senators he “was feel- 
ing a little bit lightheaded there.” 

“It wasn’t Sen. McCain’s ques- 
tion,” the general added, (ap)

An American man armed with a 
pistol and a 40 -inch sword was 
detained in northern Pakistan as 
he tried to cross the border into 
Afghanistan on a mission to avenge 
the 9/11 attacks and kill Osama bin 
Laden, police said Tuesday. 

Police said Gary Brooks 
Faulkner, a 51-year-old construction 
worker, also was carrying Chris- 
tian literature and 
a small amount of 
hashish. 

Faulkner’s sis- 
ter, interviewed in 
Colorado, said her 
brother has poly- 
cystic kidney dis- 

ease that has left 

him with only 9 percent kidney 
function and needs dialysis. 

But Deanna M. Faulkner, of 
Grand Junction, Colo., told The 
Associated Press that she didn’t 
think her brother’s illness was his 
motivation in going to Pakistan. “I 
don’t believe this was, Tm dying and 
I’m going to do a hurrah thing.’” 

Late Tuesday, the top police offi- 
cer in the Chitral region declined 
to repeat his earlier statement that 
the American had said he was on a 
mission to kill bin Laden. Mumtaz 
Ahmad Khan did not retract his 
remarks but said that they were not 
the American’s “pure words.” (ap)

England apologizes 
for 1972 killings as 
report blames troops 

Londonderry, N. Ireland 

The British soldiers who killed 13 
Catholic demonstrators in North- 
ern Ireland during Bloody Sunday 
nearly four decades ago commit- 
ted “unjustified and unjustifiable” 
killings of unarmed and innocent 
victims and then lied about it, a 
fact-finding investigation conclud- 
ed Tuesday after a 12-year hunt for 
the truth. 


More than 1,000 Londonderry 
residents applauded, hugged and 
cried outside city hall as the long- 
awaited verdict was announced live 
on a huge television screen. They 
had campaigned for 38 years for 
the victims — originally branded 
as Irish Republican Army bombers 
and gunmen — to have their good 
names restored and the guilt of the 
soldiers proved beyond doubt. 

“Unjustified and unjustifiable. 
Those are the words we’ve been 
waiting to hear since January the 
30th of 1972,” Tony Doherty, the 
son of one Bloody Sunday victim, 
told the crowd to cheers. He was 


Backstory 

The Bloody Sunday Inquiry, au- 
thorized by former British Prime Min- 
ister Tony Blair in 1998 in the run-up 
to the negotiation of the Good Friday 
peace accord that year, was original- 
ly budgeted to cost 11 million pounds 
and report findings by 2002.

Reports on Tuesday said the 
women were detained, but FIFA 
spokesman Nicolas Maingot 
denied that. 

“There were no arrests,” Main- 
got said. “No one was detained.”

[from] these women who have been 
involved. What seems to have hap- 
pened is that there was a clear 
ambush marketing activity by a

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U.N.: Kyrgyzstan Killing Planned

Declaration bolsters 
claims that gunmen 
provoked violence 

Osh, Kyrgyzstan 

The U.N. has found evidence of 
bloody intent behind the chaos in 
Kyrgyzstan that killed hundreds, 
left the nation’s second-biggest 
city in ruins and sent more than 
100,000 ethnic Uzbeks fleeing. 

The declaration by the U.N. that 
the fighting was “orchestrated, tar- 
geted and well-planned” — set off 
by organized groups of gunmen 
in ski masks — bolsters govern- 
ment claims that hired attackers 
marauded through Osh, shoot- 
ing at both Kyrgyz and Uzbeks to 
inflame old tensions. 

Kyrgyzstan’s interim leaders 
have blamed the former president’s 
inner circle for igniting the unrest 


— the worst ethnic violence to hit 
Central Asia in 20 years. The blood- 
shed has eroded the provisional 
government’s grip on power and 
threatens a crucial referendum 


planned for later this month. 

At a hospital near Osh on Tues- 
day, dozens of wounded Uzbeks lay 
in corridors and on broken beds, 
and many said the rampages were 


premeditated. 

“Well-armed people who were 
obviously well prepared for this 
conflict were shooting at us,” said 
Teymurat Yuldashev, 26, who had 
bullet wounds in his arm and chest. 
“They were organized, with weap- 
ons, militants and snipers. They 
simply destroyed us.” 

Tens of thousands of refugees 
were camped on the Kyrgyz side 
of Uzbekistan or stranded in a no- 
man’s-land. 

The International Committee of 
the Red Cross had no precise figure 
of the dead, but spokesman Chris- 
tian Cardon said, “We are talking 
about several hundred.” 

Kyrgyzstan’s interim president, 
Roza Otunbayeva, said the real toll 
was likely “several times higher” 
than the official count of 179 peo- 
ple killed, because many victims 
were quickly buried in keeping 
with Muslim tradition, (ap) 


Van derSloot’s 
Attorney Quits 

Lima, Peru 

The recentiy hired Peruvian defense 
attorney for Joran van der Sloot — 
who is accused of murder — said 
Tuesday that he’s quitting after 
receiving death threats. 

“I’ve received threats, many 
threatening e-mails. I’m an older 
person. This isn’t for me,” said 
Maximo Altez, 54. 

He would not describe the 
threats in a brief telephone conver- 
sation, saying only that he would 
stop representing the young Dutch- 
man when members of Van der 
Sloot’s family arrive in Peru in the 
next few days. 

Police say Van der Sloot con- 
fessed last week to killing a 21-year- 
old Lima student, Stephany Flores, 
on May 30. Van der Sloot, 22, also 
remains the lone suspect in the 
2005 disappearance in Aruba of 
U.S. teen Natalee Holloway, (ap)

Key Afghan Chief 
Killed in Car Blast 


Violence against top 
officials growing in 
Taliban stronghold 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Five international coalition troops 
died Tuesday, and an Afghan dis- 
trict official, his son and a body 
guard were assassinated in south- 
ern Afghanistan where the Tali- 
ban are targeting people loyal to 
the government and its foreign 
partners. 

Abdul Jabar Murghani, chief of 
Arghandab district, was driving 
home when a remote-controlled 
bomb exploded in a car parked 
along his route. Arghandab — the 
same area where a suicide bomber 
killed 56 people at a wedding party 
last week — is a dangerous area of 
Kandahar province. 

Afghan and NATO forces are 


ramping up security in the prov- 
ince to drive the Taliban from their 
spiritual homeland and bolster the 
Afghan central government’s con- 
trol across the country where there 
has been an uptick in violence. 

President Hamid Karzai con- 
demed the assassination of the 
district chief. 

“When Murghani arrived at 
the scene, the bomb was detonat- 
ed,” Karzai said in a statement. 
“The continuation of such ter- 
rorist attacks reflect a conspiracy 
of strangers and enemies of the 
Afghan people.” 

Three of the latest NATO deaths 
were British soldiers — two fatally 
shot Tuesday in separate incidents 
in southern Helmand province. 

A U.S. service member was 
killed Tuesday in a gunbattle in 
eastern Afghanistan, said Col. 
Wayne Shanks, a spokesman for

Oval Office Assurances 


President says government will fight oil spill with ‘everything that we’ve got’ 


Washington 

With national anger rising, Pres- 
ident Obama defended his efforts 
against the country’s worst environ- 
mental disaster as he prepared to 
deliver his first Oval Office address 
Tuesday night laying out his plans 
for the Gulf Coast’s recovery. 

“We’re going to fight back with 
everything that we’ve got,” Obama 
said in Pensacola, Fla., capping 
a two-day inspection tour of the 
stricken region before flying back 
to Washington for his evening 
address to the nation. 

In the latest move to contain 
political fallout from the spill, the 
White House announced Tuesday 
that former Justice Department 
inspector general Michael Brom- 
wich was Obama choice’s for the 
new head of the agency that reg- 
ulates the oil industry. 

In his speech, Obama planned 
to cite bp’s “recklessness” and 
direct Bromwich to be “the oil 
industry’s watchdog, not its part- 
ner,” said a senior administration 
official, who described the speech 
Tuesday afternoon. 

On Wednesday morning, Obama 
is scheduled to have a much-antic- 
ipated White House showdown 
with bp’s executives, followed by a 
presidential statement — his fourth 
planned remarks on the spill in 
three days. Later in the week, BP 
leaders take the Washington hot 
seat again, appearing before more 
congressional hearings. 

Also on Tuesday, scientists 
provided a new estimate for the 
amount of oil gushing from the

ruptured well in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico that indicates it could be leak- 
ing up to 2.52 million gallons of 
crude a day. 

A government panel of scien- 
tists said that the ruptured well 
is leaking between 1.47 million 
and 2.52 million gallons daily of 
oil. The figures move the govern- 
ment’s worst-case estimates more 
in line with what an independent 
team had previously thought was 
the maximum size of the spill. 

It is the fourth — and perhaps 
not last — time the federal govern- 
ment has had to increase its esti- 
mate of how much oil is gushing. 
At one point, the federal govern- 
ment claimed only 42,000 gallons 
were spilling per day. (ap) 


New Promises 

Before a prime-time audience Tuesday night. President Obama 
was slated to outline a comprehensive program for the Gulf oil 
spill. White House officials said Obama would pledge to: 


1 Ensure BP pays back 
all the residents and 
businesses hurt by the spill 
through a process gov- 
erned by an independent 
third-party entity and by 
federal force, if necessary. 

2 See all oil cleaned from 
the water, off the beach- 
es and out of the marshlands, 
and oversee a costly longer- 
term restoration of the Gulf’s 
teeming ecology into “better 
shape than it was before." 


3 Bring back the region’s 
prized seafood indus- 
try, the Gulf’s economic 
lifeblood. 

Enact federal regula- 
tory changes to re- 
quire stricter drilling safety 
measures and more robust 
spill response plans. 

Achieve passage of 
sweeping energy and 
climate change legislation, 
a key domestic priority of 
his presidency, (ap)

Hated Intersection Turned Upside Down 


New York Avenue’s 
new traffic pattern 
is confusing drivers 

Washington 

At one of the least-loved intersec- 
tions in the District, you must go 
right if you’d like to turn left, you 
have to go right and left if you 
want to go straight and there are 
two ways to turn left that weren’t 
allowed before Monday. 

“If you treat it as a circle instead 
of an intersection, you’ll get it,” said 
John Lisle, spokesman for the D.C. 
Department of Transportation. 
“Getting it” was a bit of a chal- 


lenge for some this week as the new 
traffic pattern went into effect at 
New York and Florida avenues NE. 
And it might be months before GPS 
devices catch up. 

Traffic control officers on the 
scene helped, but the intersection 
is one of the more despicable out- 
comes from 18th-century urban 
designer Pierre L’Enfant’s notion to 
overlay angled roads on the check- 
erboard street grid. 

Thus, New York and Florida 
is a cacophony of odd angles that 
marries five streets, requires more 
lights than a Christmas tree and 
routinely backs traffic up almost 
to the dark side of the moon.

by the promise of granite majesty 
often look bewildered as they roll 
along New York Avenue. For now, 
the device that has become the 
motoring tourist’s best friend — 
GPS — will share their confusion. 

When the machine says go 
straight on Florida Avenue, the 
signs will say that that requires 
going right on First Street, left on 
O Street and right back onto Flor- 
ida. The GPS device may invite 
drivers to turn left onto south- 
bound First Street, but the signs 
will say that to accomplish that 
from westbound New York Ave-

No Love Shown for Poe Portrait 


Rare image valued 
in tens of thousands 
fails to sell at auction 


Baltimore 

A rare portrait of Edgar Allan Poe 
has failed to sell at auction, defying 
predictions that a sunnier image 
of the macabre author would fetch 
tens of thousands of dollars. 

The small watercolor by A.C. 
Smith is one of just three surviving 
portraits of Poe and the only one 
that shows him as a writer. He sits 
at a desk with a pen and paper in his 
hand, seemingly at the height of his 
creative powers, with the slightest 
hint of a smile on his face. 

The best-known images of Poe 
are a series of daguerreotypes 
taken in the final years of his life. 
In those pictures, he appears pale 
and death-haunted, with sunken 
eyes, unruly hair and a trim mus- 
tache. He is clean-shaven in the 
Smith portrait. 



This rare portrait shows a sunnier version of Edgar Allan Poe than many are used to. 


The portrait went on sale Friday 
at Cowan’s Auctions Inc. in Cin- 
cinnati, but no bidders emerged, 
according to the auction house. 
Bids started at $15,000, said its 
owner, Clifford Krainik. 

“We were disappointed, obvi- 
ously,” Krainik said. “I think the 
description was a bit conservative, 
which may have affected the way 
it was perceived.” 


Much of the portrait’s histo- 
ry is unknown, and the auction 
house did not assign a date to 
it, but Krainik said Poe sat for it 
in 1843 or 1844 and that it was 
authenticated by the National Por- 
trait Gallery. 

Auctioneer Wes Cowan had said 
he expected the portrait to fetch 
between $30,000 and $50,000.

Strikeouts Pile Up for Strasburg 


Early signs suggest 
historic levels, but is 
that a good thing? 


Commentary 

Eventually, there’ll probably be 
hundreds of approaches to analyz- 
ing Stephen Strasburg’s career. But 
after his first 16 starts as a Nation- 
al — three in spring training, 11 in 
the minors and two in the majors 
— one largely unexpected and 
not entirely welcome trend seems 
likely: Strasburg will be a strike- 
out king. 

From the first inning they saw 
him against the Tigers in March, 
when the polished 
vets of Detroit seemed 
to hit the top half of 
every ball they swung 
at, the Nats were 
delighted that Stras- 
burg’s sinker was far 
better than they’d 
known and seemed to elicit a high 
ratio of weak groundballs. 

Wonderful, the brass concluded. 
That could, in theory, lead to lots of 
quick groundball outs, fewer pitch- 
es per inning, better total produc- 
tivity and less arm stress. 

But things haven’t worked out 
that way so far. 

As a result of his overpowering 
arsenal, Strasburg’s results have 
been similar from Viera to Harris- 
burg to Syracuse to the show. In all, 
Strasburg has fanned 99 in 76 2/3 
innings. By coincidence, that’s one- 
third of a 230-inning season — typ- 
ical of current top pitchers. 

So, if you want to multiply that 
99 by three, it’s not hard to envi- 
sion Strasburg, by 2012-13 when

he’ll be mature enough for such an 
innings load, to fan about 300 men 
in a year. Only 14 hurlers have ever

fanned 300 batters in a year. 

So far, Strasburg has 22 strike- 
outs in 12 1/3 innings in the big 
leagues. If he maintained that pace 
for a season, he’d strike out 410 men 
and demolish every strikeout record 
while pitching 100 fewer innings 
than Nolan Ryan, Sandy Koufax, 
Walter Johnson and Randy John- 
son did in their prime season. 

Because nobody in the Nats’ 
organization, including Strasburg, 
ever wants to see the number “400” 
mentioned beside his name — or 
probably even “300” — a method 
will probably be sought to avoid 


it. Try to be more like Jim Palm- 
er, who only went for strikeouts 
when the game situation dictat- 
ed. But there’s a problem. 

When batters make contact, it’s 
often a foul, usually adding a strike. 
Of the 23 batters he faced Sunday 
in Cleveland, only one hit the ball 
solidly on any of his 95 pitches. So, 
Strasburg’s “off’ game only under- 
lined the trend. Half of his 16 outs 
came on strikeouts. 

Again, that’s big magic or, per- 
haps, big mischief, because such 
a percentage takes you into the 
350-strikeout-a-year range. If you 
really want to root for Strasburg 
on Friday against the White Sox, 
maybe you should pull for seven 
innings on 100 efficient pitch- 
es with a dozen groundball outs 
and only a few measly strikeouts.

It has taken at least a decade, but 
British model Karen Elson finally 
is out of the closet with her debut 
album, “The Ghost Who Walks.” 

The closet literally is where she 
would go, time and again, to write 
songs — and until recently, that’s 
where they stayed. 

“My closet is a completely 
messy, disorganized place filled 
with way too many clothes and 
mess everywhere, but it was a 
safe place on many different lev- 
els,” she said. “First of all, it was a

or at least feel like I’m complete- 
ly alone, but maybe on a subcon- 
scious level I just was sort of hid- 
ing myself.” 

One reason Elson hesitat- 
ed to reveal her work is because 
she’s married to uber-rocker Jack 
White, front man and guitarist of 
the White Stripes and the Racon- 
teurs, and drummer for the Dead 
Weather. 

“I’d never heard her talking 
about making an album or record- 
ing a song or even writing a song,” 
said White in a separate interview. 


“I’d never heard her talking about 
any of those things. She’d been in 
this political cabaret group called 
the Citizens Band for years, and 
I’d always known she sings like 
an angel, gorgeous voice.” 

“But then I came across that she 
had been writing a couple songs 
— she’d just been hiding them,” 
he added. 

“I was,” admitted Elson, 31. 
“But it wasn’t that I was purpose- 
ly hiding them from him. ... The 
way I write songs. I’ve come to 
realize, is that it’s a very, very iso- 
lated experience for me, and I keep

it very private until I feel ready to 
let them go.” 

Elson felt “daunted” when she 
finally played White the first cou- 
ple of songs she had written for 
the record. 

“It was so many different emo- 
tions,” said Elson, “... to be so vul- 
nerable as well and show the per- 
son that you’re in a relationship 
with another side of you, some- 
thing they know about, but maybe 
he didn’t know how deeply involved 
I was.” 

After hearing a few songs. 
White coaxed her to reveal more, 
and they eventually went into the 
studio to record them. 

“I put together a band, and 
I played drums for her. We just 
thought, ‘Let’s see where we can 
go with this. Who knows what 
it’s going to be like?’ It turned into 
something incredible,” he said, 
describing the album as a mix of 
folk, country and gothic music, and 
a “beautiful voice on top of it.” 

Raconteurs, Greenhornes and 
Dead Weather bassist Jack Law- 
rence played on Bison’s record, 
which was released on White’s 
label. Third Man Records, last 
month. He hopes that Bison’s career 
as a supermodel doesn’t cause pos- 
sible listeners to pass judgment 
prematurely. 

Elson hopes people will focus 
on the music, too. 

“I hope that people will just take 
it as the record it is,” she said. “If 
people listen to it and say, ‘Oh, it’s 
that model singing,’ fair enough. 
Ultimately, I can’t change people’s 
opinions, and I don’t really care to,

The last time a reality show was set 
in Washington, D.C., it got some of 
the lowest viewership numbers in 
the history of that series: MTV’s 
“The Real World: D.C ” paled in 
comparison to the previous 22 sea- 
sons, attracting only 1.1 million 
viewers for its season finale — the 
smallest number ever. Maybe every- 
one was too busy watching “Jersey 
Shore” to pay attention.

The Punch Brothers 
redefine bluegrass 
in their new release 

Album Review 

“Bluegrass” may conjure imag- 
es of old guys with long beards, 
but acoustic master Chris Thile is 
downright progressive about his 
old-timey music. The vocalist and 
mandolin player is now teamed 
up with Chris Eldridge (guitar), 
Paul Kowert (bass), Noam Pikelny 
(banjo) and Gabe Witcher (fiddle), 
and his new band. Punch Broth- 
ers, takes over where his previous 
one, the well-regarded trio Nickel 
Creek, left off

The band’s second album, “Anti- 
fogmatic,” sounds like Chris Thile 
through and through. Nickel Creek 
fans will find plenty to compel 
them, but the tunes won’t be ter- 
ribly accessible for those unini- 
tiated to Thile’s peculiar style. 


Not only do the Punch Brothers 
lack the honeyed vocals of Thile’s 
bandmate Sara Watkins, but the 
Brothers’ definition of bluegrass 
is nontraditional, even unrecog- 
nizable at times — it’s like “blue- 
grass fusion,” to borrow Nickel 
Creek’s self-description, but even 
more twisted. 

The material on “Antifogmat- 
ic,” produced by the legendary Jon 
Brion (Of Montreal, Elliott Smith, 
Kanye West), is much like jazz in its 
improvisational feel and tendency 
to let a single instrument take over 
the movement of any given song. 
There’s not much fast-tempo, down- 
home bluegrass except maybe “Rye 
Whiskey,” a solid toe-tapping jam 
that sticks in your head. These 


songs veer toward the experimen- 
tal, their curious textures riddled 
with abrupt crescendos, surreal 
lyrics without much structure, and 
all manner of unexpected twists, 
turns and jumps. 

It may take awhile for the over- 
all effect to sink in, but there’s plen- 
ty to discover on “Antifogmatic.” 
One highlight is the sweet, tin- 
kly “Alex,” which declares that 
“you’re only as good as your last 
goodbye.” The album proves that 
Thile and the Punch Brothers will 
keep bluegrass from getting dusty.

You may see your outdoor space as 
nothing but a swath of grass and 
mosquitoes (or a balcony with under- 
producing tomato plants). But to food 

H author Nan Chase, it’s 
a potential source of 
a banquet. Think crab 
apples in ajar of jam, 
pickled flower seeds 
or homemade toma- 
to paste.

tells how even hardcore urbanites can 
plant and grow the trees, vines and 


flowers that will yield the goods to 
whip up treats.

Start with something easy to give you 
confidence, such as sunflowers or mint.

might not. I have a friend who grows 
Meyer lemons in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. 

What prompted you to write the book? 

A lot of 20- and 30-somethings today 
never really had home economics at 
school. I think there is this whole group 
of young people interested in growing 
and canning and freezing their own 
food. It’s not that difficult. After all, 
when your garden is going great guns, 
how do you put up the food? 

What are some of the other benefits 
of growing your own food? 

If you can grow some of your nutri- 
tion, you save money and energy. 
Grow vitamin C in your yard in the 
form of kiwi fruit, instead of buy- 
ing a carton of orange juice. Kiwis 
should actually grow really well in 
D.C. And since they’re high in potas- 
sium, too, you can also buy fewer 
bananas, which are mostly grown 
in Costa Rica and shipped.

This kind 
of lettuce is a perfect foil for fresh 
herbs, so go grab whatever herbs are 
just coming in from your pots: pars- 
ley, chives, cilantro, fennel, anything.

You can 
dress this with rice wine vinegar and 
safflower oil. It’s just delicious and so 
fresh-tasting.
